I have not thoudrtin these terms for years 30 my recollection 
may not be dependable. Also, renwnber that among the 17 Dallas motorcycle police a 
number who are t>enernlly ignored also were witnesoos. 

4ore it not tor the length anddbtail of yocr letter I’d not let you know tliat 
wo have a few copies of Oswald in Now Orleans, which I did not print. They are costly, 
almost impossible to locate, and are 22b. 00. The rent of the books, except for the 
first of tile Whitewash series, are the original prices. Whitewash I exists now only 
in an expensive xerox edition because at iay age and health I could not think of 
making and trying to h n.lle a fegular printing. It has a very durable binding and 
oxcopt for the photon in the appendix i3 as clear and legible as the original edition. 

If you are ever near here you ar® welcome to examine my records but the sheer 
volume may defeat you unless you begin with specific objectives. In all, about 60 
file cabinets. 

-ou are fortunate to have heard of Wrone and to have spent some time witli him.

Or possible evidence, 
poople wlio were ignored or overlooked in the original FBI investigations, (i have 
much ot the Dallas and ^ew Orleans FBI records, too.) Like ^ldredge who, after the 
V/arren Report was out told the FBI of what he believed was the impact of a bullet on 
the Kim Street sidewalk, the state road employee who found a spent bullet some - h™> 
later while working on the roads nearby, otc. 

If you are ever near here I have a copy of the Fiji’s Dallas index to those records 
it sent to FBXl&i for possible forwarding to the Gommission. I But it this viay because 
it does not index all the relevant data the Dallas Fill had. 

Mrs. 11 ary Ferrell, who is on the AARC board, also may have a list of witnesses.
